HISTORICAL  ROOTS  OF  ELM  GROVE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  following  events  eventually  led  to  the  forming  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination. 

The  apostles  of  Jesus  established  the  first  Christian  churches.  During  the  first 
three  centuries,  A.D.,  the  Christian  faith  spread  steadily,  in  spite  of  great  persecution. 
By  325  A.D.,  Christianity  had  become  the  favorite  religion  of  the  Roman  Empire,  and  all 
Christian  churches  were  united  under  the  leadership  of  the  Roman  emperor, 
Constantine. 

By  the  end  of  the  third  century,  disputes  arose  among  the  Christian  churches, 
which  in  1054,  brought  about  a  division  of  Christian  churches.  The  western  churches 
were  united  as  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  the  eastern  churches  became  the 
Eastern  Orthodox  (Greek  Orthodox)  Church.  Today  the  Greek  Orthodox  churches  are 
predominately  in  the  Middle  East,  Greece,  Russia,  and  Eastern  Europe,  and  their  center 
of  government  is  the  church  at  Constantinople  in  Turkey.  The  Roman  Catholic  Church 
became  the  one,  which  most  influenced  Europe,  and,  indirectly,  Protestant  America. 

For  some  years  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  was  the  controlling  religious  and 
political  influence  in  Western  Europe;  but,  in  1517,  a  young  German,  named  Martin 
Luther,  broke  away  from  the  traditional  Catholic  thinking  and  set  events  into  motion, 
which  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Protestant  Churches  of  the  world.  After  Martin  Luther, 
another  young  Frenchman,  John  Calvin,  greatly  influenced  the  Christian  faith.  In  1535 
Calvin  established  principles  of  the  Christian  faith,  which  became  the  prevailing  religious 


theology  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 

While  Calvinism  dominated  the  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  churches  of  that  time, 
there  were  many  Christians  who  opposed  it.  Among  those  who  rejected  the  teachings  of 
John  Calvin  was  a  young  wan  from  Holland  named  Jacobus  Arminius.  In  1603  after 
much  study  of  the  Book  of  Romans,  especially  chapter  seven,  he  was  convincea  and 
fully  persuaded  to  proclaim  the  concept  of  "freedom  of  will"  in  all  religious  matters.  For 
Free  Will  Baptists,  this  was  an  important  event.  Jacobus  Arminius  believed  and  taught 
that  the  atonement  of  Christ  is  unlimited  and  designed  for  all  men  everywhere.  Being 
chosen  by  God  to  become  "the  elect"  is  a  conditional  promise  based  upon  the 
individual's  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  salvation.  Man  has  the  free  will  to  choose  to 
accept  or  reject  the  grace  of  God  and  the  call  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

In  the  seventeenth  century,  there  gradually  evolved  a  religious  group  known  as 
General  or  Armenian  Baptists.  They  built  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  England  in  1612. 
They  became  known  as  General  Baptists.  It  was  from  this  background  that  the  Free  Will 
Baptists  eventually  came  into  being. 

Paul  Palmer  is  generally  given  credit  for  founding  the  General  Baptist  (Free  Will) 
faith  in  North  Carolina  in  the  early  eighteenth  century.  He  organized  at  least  eight 
churches  between  the  years  of  1727  to  1742.  Two  of  Paul  Parmers  contemporaries, 
Joseph  and  William  Parker,  also  contributed  greatly  to  the  cause  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
movement.  Whereas  Palmer  never  pastored  the  churches  he  established,  the  Parkers 
pastored  and  stayed  with  their  churches.  They  baptized  and  sent  out  other  ministers,  so 
that  by  1775  there  were  at  least  16  General  Baptist  Churches  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 
That  number  continued  to  grow  through  the  remaining  eighteenth  century  and  into  the 
nineteenth  century.

History  of  the  Elm  Grove  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 

The  journey  of  faith  of  the  congregation  of  Elm  Grove  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  near  Ayden,  dates  back  as  early  as  1830.  The  first  worship  services  and 
gatherings  as  a  church  were  held  in  an  old  log  schoolhouse  located  approximately  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  the  present  church.  In  1 940  a  church  was  built  in  a  place  that 
is  currently  known  as  Elm  Grove.  Because  there  were  few  trees  on  the  site,  elm  trees 
were  planted.  This  is  how  the  church  name  originated. 

In  1859  Elm  Grove  held  its  first  union  meeting,  and  in  1864  the  Conference 
convened  for  the  first  time  at  Elm  Grove.  Elm  Grove  organized  its  first  Sunday  school 
before  the  Civil  War.  They  met  seasonally  -  when  it  was  not  too  cold.  The  Sunday 
school  program  had  some  problems  and  had  to  be  reorganized  several  times  through 
the  years.  In  1919  the  church  was  able  organize  the  Sunday  school  again,  which  has 
continued  into  the  present. 


The  church  was  remodeled  in  1876.  Backrests  were  added  to  the  seats,  making 
them  more  comfortable.  After  the  completion  of  the  remodeling  program,  the  General 
Conference  met  at  Elm  Grove  again.  In  1898  and  1899  the  church  was  remodeled 
again.  Glass  windows  replaced  the  wooden  shutters,  new  seats  and  a  new  pulpit  were 
added,  a  new  floor  made  the  church  warmer  in  the  winter,  two  doors  were  placed  in  the 
west  wall  making  two  aisles,  and  glass  oil  lamps  glowed  for  the  first  time.  In  1922,  the 
glass  lamps  were  replaced  with  gaslights.  Even  greater  lighting  became  a  reality  in 
1929  when  the  church  was  wired  for  electricity,  which  made  the  night  services  more 
enjoyable.  Also  in  1922,  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  was  organized  -  known  today  as  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary. 

In  1926  the  church  was  moved  back  from  the  road,  replastered,  and 
underpinned.  The  two  doors  in  the  west  end  of  the  church  were  removed  and  double 
doors  placed  in  the  center  of  the  west  end. 

In  1933  the  members  of  the  church  purchased  paint,  and  government  N.R.A. 
workers  painted  the  building.  A  ditch  was  dug  on  the  back  line  of  the  church  property, 
the  stumps  were  pulled  up,  and  trees  were  planted.  Many  of  the  trees  were  given  in 
memory  of  friends  and  relatives  of  church  members. 

In  1944  the  members  began  to  feel  the  need  to  improve  their  church  facilities.  It 
was  discussed  whether  or  not  to  remodel  again  or  to  build  a  new  church.  By  1945  the 
dilemma  was  resolved.  A  motion  was  made  to  build  a  new  church.  The  motion  was 
passed  with  the  approval  of  most  members  and  a  building  committee  proceeded  to 
make  plans  for  the  new  church.  In  November  1945,  the  old  church  was  moved  aside 
and  work  was  begun  on  the  new  building.  No  money  was  borrowed  for  this  project.  The 
members  were  to  do  the  work  as  they  were  able  to  raise  the  funds.  Many  building 
materials  were  donated.  On  July  13,  1946,  the  pastor  asked  the  male  members  to  be 
ready  to  meet  the  train  to  unload  bricks  to  be  used  in  the  new  building.  There  was  only 
one  truck  among  the  members.  One  tractor,  trailers  and  mules  were  used  to  help 
transport  the  thousands  of  bricks  to  the  building  site.  The  new  building  was  finally 
completed  in  1952.  The  congregation  held  its  first  service  in  the  new  building  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  July. 

The  church  voted  in  August  of  1954  to  build  a  parsonage  beside  the  church.  This 
building  was  completed  in  1955.  Dedication  services  for  the  church  and  parsonage  were 
held  on  Easter  Sunday  in  1958.  Youth  groups  were  started  in  the  fifties  and  sixties,  and 
an  organization  for  the  men  of  the  church  was  begun  in  1 961 . 

In  1965  a  program  was  begun  to  build  a  fellowship  building.  Again  the  members 
did  most  of  the  work.  In  1 977  the  fellowship  building  was  remodeled  which  made  it 
possible  for  youth  meetings,  auxiliary  meetings,  and  many  other  functions  to  be  held 
there. 

In  1983  the  church  voted  to  pave  the  parking  lot.  In  1985  the  church  purchased  it 


first  van.  It  was  also  in  the  eighties  that  the  church  started  a  children's  church  for  the 
young  people  during  the  morning  worship  service.  In  1996  the  church  acquired  15  acres 
of  land  behind  the  church  property.  A  softball  field  was  constructed  and  a  picnic  shelter 
was  later  added.  In  1998  the  sanctuary  was  remodeled  including  new  carpet  and  chairs 
for  the  balcony  and  choir.  In  2002  the  parking  lot  was  expanded  and  the  existing  parking 
lot  was  resurfaced.  Also,  in  2002  the  church  voted  to  build  a  Family  Life  Center. 

Over  the  years  the  people  of  Elm  Grove  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  have 
moved  along  a  journey  of  faith.  They  have  worshipped  God,  ministered  to  the 
community  and  fellowshipped  together.  As  we  journey  into  the  future,  our  desire  is  to 
continue  to  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  as  we  continue  on  this  journey  of  faith.
